After twelve years of being taught, we have just begun learning. 
The information we have memorized is only a small part of what 
we need to know. High school is important because it develops the 
parameters for future thinking, just as physics tries to establish 
general laws as the basis of the physical world. We are just 
beginning to transcend the cliches and the inflexibility of passive 
acceptance and develop our cducation, Ultimately, these im- 
pressed facts and gencralilics of school should be considered 
subservient to the greater truths they will help formulate. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes wrote, ‘* . . . the chief end of men is to frame 
general propositions, and no general proposition is worth a damn. 
General propositions do nat decide concrete cases. The decision 
will depend on a judgment or intuition more subtle than any ar- 
ticulate major premise." 


Great men must deviate from the static atmosphere of acceptance. 
tn the history of science, Copernicus suggested that the sun and 
not the earth was the center of the planets, in opposition to Church 
dogma. Galileo similarly broke with tradition with his theory of 
Relativity, and May Planck formulated a law of quantum to 
explain otherwise mysterious behavior of light. Karl Marx, the 
Beatles, and John Maynard Keynes transformed their respective 
fields. Men such as these appreciate the venerated system of old, 
but through an essential flexibility in thought can create new 
systems (that better explain known phenomena. They draw on their 
learning, but tear it down as well. 


Questioning, largely absent in high school, is often considered 
frivolous. Socrates certainly did not contribute to the material 
Well-being of mankind, and least of all his family. Ray Bradbury's 
FAHRENHEIT 451 addresses the issue of utility versus intellect.
